Heavy rain and thunderstorms 
plummeted Plano early yesterday 
evening and at least one tornado 
caused damage in the eastern portion 
of Collin County. 
Plano Police reported no major 
damage in the city but said that three 
persons claimed their homes were 
struck by lightning. Traffic accidents 
caused by slick roads kept the officers 
busy for most of the night.

spokesperson said that a tornado at 
East Fork Harbor Resort at Lake 
Lavon hit a boat storage shed and took 
the roof off. Power lines were also 
torn down by the tornado, which 
struck around 4:30 p.m. Wednesday. 
Centering over North and Central 
Texas and the Gulf Coast, the thun­ 
derstorms caused extensive damage 
in other parts of the state and also 
claimed the life of a 17-year old high 
school football player who was struck 
and killed by lightning. 
An electrical storm briefly knocked 
out power in Terrell and killed Ber­ 
nard Derrick, who was struck on the 
football practice field about 6 p.m. 
The high school student died shortly 
thereafter.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Congress 
returned from its summer recess 
Wednesday and promptly got into 
partisan wrangles over the federal 
budget and the investigation of 
Korean influence buying. 
The lawmakers also prepared to 
renew their investigation of Budget 
Director Bert Lance, and began 
dealing with the troublesome issues of 
natural gas prices, utility rate- 
making, storage of nuclear wastes, 
and changes in current labor law. 
As the Congressmen gathered for 
their first day of business, the House 
Republicans launched an attack on 
the proposed 1978 federal budget, a 
spending plan they said will cause the 
average American taxpayer to pay 
$1,000 more a year in taxes for the 
next five years. 
Democrats say the $458.7 billion 
budget will create more jobs and 
reduce unemployment. 
The budget issue got slightly 
tangled in the Korean influence- 
buying scandal. Rep. Bruce Caputo, 
R-N. Y., said $114 million in foreign aid 
for South Korea should be cut from the 
budget if that country refuses to 
return businessman Tongsun Park to 
the United States for questioning by 
congressional committees. 
The Senate Governmental Affairs 
Committee, preparing to further 
investigate 
Lance’s 
financial 
dealings, released a report which said 
Lance used interest-free deposits 
from his own bank to obtain more than 
a dozen loans during the past several 
years. 
The committee members 
planned to question Comptroller John 
Heimann about the report today. 
The lawmakers quickly resumed 
work on several energy related 
matters. The Senate, during debate on 
the coal bill, rejected an effort to 
move up President Carter’s timetable 
for requiring power plants to convert 
from natural gas to coal by 1990. 
Sen. Henry Jackson, D-Wash., 
chairman of the Senate Energy 
Committee, estimated that 
his 
committee is about evenly divided on 
the President’s plan to extend federal 
controls on natural gas prices. He said 
the issue could go “either way” on the 
floor. 
Witnesses before a Senate energy 
conservation subcommittee said the 
federal government should not get 
involved in deciding what rates can be 
charged by utilities. Legislation under 
study by the panel would eliminate 
bargain rates for customers using 
large amounts of energy. 
On the House side. Rep John Moss, 


D-Calif., called for Carter to decide on 
a policy for the use or disposal of 
atomic wastes. Moss said several 
nuclear power plants will have to 
dose down in the next IO years if new 
arrangements are not made for their 
waste materials. 


Daniel Says 
He’ll Seek 
Attorney Spot 


AUSTIN, Tex. (UPI) — Former 
House Speaker Price Daniel Jr. has 
announced his candidacy for attorney 
general, saying he would take care of 
the “nuts and bolts” functions of the 
office. 
“I believe the people of Texas are 
weary of hearing politicians promise 
new program after new program to 
provide services and solve problems 
when we already have more govern­ 
ment bureaucracy than we can 
handle,” Daniel told a news con­ 
ference Wednesday. 
“What I promise and what I set as 
my primary goal is to make sure that 
those nuts and bolts functions are 
being fulfilled,” he said. 
Daniel, 36, said a public opinion 
survey by a Dallas firm favored him 
over Secretary of State Mark White, 
who has indicated he will run for the 
Democratic nomination for attorney 
general. 
The poll gave Daniel 38 per cent of 
the vote in an attorney general’s race, 
compared to IO per cent for White and 
9 per cent for Houston District 
Attorney Carol Vance. 
“My first priority as attorney 
general will be making certain that 
the basic duties and responsibilities of 
the office under the constitution and 
laws of this state are properly and 
efficiently attended to,” Daniel said 
Daniel, son of Supreme Court 
Justice and former governor Price 
Daniel Sr., said he would remain 
independent in his campaign and 
would not participate in any other 
campaigns for statewide office. He 
said he counted both liberals and 
conservatives among his supporters. 
Daniel also said he was awaiting the 
decision of the courts as to whether 
the attorney general has the power to 
sue state agencies to stop acts which 
he deems contrary to the public in­ 
terest

Tornado Touches in County 


two businesses in Lytle during the 
afternoon and evening storm activity. 
Fayette County Sheriff's Deputy 
R.W. Sullivan said the La Grange 
tornado touched down at 3:20 p.m., 
tore the roof off the only hangar at 
Guenther Airport. He said two planes 
inside the hangar and two planes 
outside the building were damaged. 
Sullivan 
said the tornado also 
swept a patio roof from the top of a 
house in the city of approximately 
4,000 located 65 miles south of Austin 


and “twisted off some trees.” 
A dispatcher for the Lytle Police 
Department said a 5:15 p.m. tornado 
caused extensive damage to a lum­ 
beryard and a used car lot in the city 
about 25 miles southwest of San 
Antonio. Power lines and several 
trees also were downed, according to 
the dispatcher. 
The Houston suburbs of Bellaire and 
Alief reported funnel clouds, as did 
Orange County. 
The National Weather Service in 


Fort Worth reported heavy thun­ 
derstorms located in the Dallas-Fort 
Worth area, spawning golfball-sized 
hail and wind gusts to 45 miles per 
hour at the Dallas-Fort Worth 
Regional Airport. 
A funnel cloud also was reported 
near Rockwall, 20 miles southeast of 
Dallas. 
Austin police also reported a funnel 
cloud touched down briefly about 1:25 
p.m. during a heavy thunderstorm. 
Heavy thunderstorm activity also 
was reported between Paris and 
Greenville, southwest of Mount 
Enterprise to Madisonville, within a 
50-75 mile radius of San Antonio, the 
lower Gulf Coast and in portions of 
Arkansas and Louisiana.

Treaty Gets ‘Treason’ Label 
Following Elaborate Signing 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Carter signed treaties relinquishing 
the Panama Canal in the year 2000, 
but opponents called it “treason” and 
rallied today to the battle cry “We 
built it, we bought it, we own it!” 
In a glittering ceremony Wed­ 
nesday night preceding a state dinner 
for the presidents, prime ministers 
and diplomats of 27 hemispheric 
nations, Carter and Gen. Omar 
Torrijos affixed their names to the 
two treaties turning Teddy Roose­ 
velt’s canal over to Panama. 
Carter’s bold diplomatic gamble 
produced the treaties. But signing 
them does not put them into effect. It 
takes Senate ratification and House 
implementing legislation to do that, 
and the task won’t be easv. 
Rep Mickey Edwards, R-Okla., on 
the steps of the Capitol Wednesday, 
called treaty negotiator Sol Linowitz 
the “Bert Lance of international 
negotiation” as 200 protesters waved 
the banners, “We built it, we bought 
it, we own it!" 
Even Democrats conceded the path 
to ratification will be thorny 
Ronald Reagan urged rejection of 
the treaties, saying their “fatal flaw’’ 
is the future assumption of reliable, 
troublefree canal operation 
In testimony prepared today for a 
Senate Judiciary subcommittee, he 


said the 1903 treaty with Panama gave 
the United States “a firm, unshakable 
legal basis for building, operating and

Television beamed the ceremony 
live, by satellite, throughout Latin 
America as Carter and Torrijos 
signed the blue-and red-bound treaties

embraced warmly after they signed. 
Torrijos, in a concession to the 
rocky road Carter faces, said the 
future of the treaties depends on “the 
statesmanship” of the U.S. Senate. 
“We are here to participate in the 
signing of treaties, which will assure a 
peaceful and prosperous and secure 
future for an international waterway 
of great importance to us all,” Carter 
said. 
Mobilized in support were Lady 
Bird Johnson, whose husband Lyndon 
placed his administration on record 
for turning the canal over to Panama; 
and former President Gerald Ford, 
whose support of such a move nearly 
cost him the COP nomination to 
Reagan last year 
They received warm applause when 
Carter introduced them at the signing 
ceremony

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THE RADIO HOBBYIST 
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One constantly hears the term standing wave ratio, SWR or someone talking about his 
“ R’s” . WTiile SWR is frequently discussed, many radio hobbyists are not too sure what 
standing waves really are except that they aren't good 
Standing waves are something that a book could be (and have been) written about. 
Technically, this is a very complicated subject that even electronic engineers are not in total 
agreement on. We will try to simplify the subject for you 
The efficiency of a transmitting antenna depends on matching the antenna to the coax 
feedline and the feedline (transmission line) to the transmitter. Naturally, you want to get as 
much of the radiated power out the antenna as your transmitter delivers Think of the coax 
transmission line as a garden hose and the transmitter as a faucet. The antenna is similar to 
the hose nozzle If the faucet, garden hose and nozzle all have the same diameter (are mat­ 
ched) then the maximum amount of water will be transferred to the nozzle. However, a 
smaller (mismatched) diameter hose or nozzle will slow down (impede) the flow. It is the 
same with a transmitter, feedline and antenna The transmitter has a specific output 
resistance rating which must be matched by the feedline and antenna - otherwise the antenna 
will not accept all the power flowing from the transmitter. 
In electronic terminology, what we match is “impedance and it is measured in “ohms . A 
standard CB or “ham ” radio’s output impedance is normally 50 ohms and must be matched 
with a 50 ohm coax feedline and a 50 ohm antenna When the transmitter, feedline and an­ 
tenna are all perfectly matched (which is impossible except in theory), we say the standing 
wave ratio, (SWR) is “one to one” . In actual practice, a l l to I SWR is about as low as you 
can get it. By definition, standing waves are waves of voltage that combine with other waves 
being reflected back from the antenna to the transmitter along the feedline since they cannot 
escape from the antenna due to a mismatch These combined waves going in opposite 
directions form stationary (or standing) waves. This is a greatly simplified explanation, but 
will do for our purposes. The more reflected power, the higher the standing wave ratio. The 
lower the SWR, the better the match, the more the radiated power. An SWR of 3 to I means 
that 25 percent of your power is reflected (as opposed to radiated) power. As a general rule, 
any SWR of over two to one is not accept hie - particularly if you have a solid state, tran­ 
sistorized transceiver. If your SWR is twc to one or less, then no further adjustments are 
necessary since no damage will be done to your radio and the amount of lost power due to the 
mismatch is so negligible that it will not affect your radio range at all. 
Still, we have many “purists” around that feel that a “flat” SWR "ne to one - or as near to it 
as possible) is necessary. An antenna tuner is a relatively inexpensive device which can 
reduce SWR to this level. Again, very little is actually accomplished by reducing your SWR to 
a level less than two to one. The main problem in having a high SWR (over two to one) is that 
higher than normal voltages will be flowing in your feedline and back into your transmitter. 
These voltages could burn out the final amplifier section of your radio set. Standing wave 
ratio, simply stated, is a numerical indication of the amount of mismatch that exists in the 
radiation system of your two-way radio. 
Standing wave ratio is normally measured by a SWR bridge or meter which is inserted in 
the feedline between the antenna and the transmitter. This device is essential for tuning an 
antenna, since the antenna impedance can be changed to match the feedline impedance by 
changing it’s length. When you get an SWR check on your CB radio, what the technician 
normally wants to determine is fi your mobile antenna length is such that it exhibits 50 ohms. 
If the SWR is high, then he prunes the antenna (usually with a bolt cutter) until the SWR 
comes down to an acceptable limit. Some SWR meters come with a built in watt meter so that 
you can also measure the radio’s output power. An SWR meter measures the forward 
radiated power and power reflected back from the antenna. Some meters are calibrated 
directly in SWR, others in amount of forward and reflected power in watts.
